DELEGATED AUTHORITIES OF USCIS TO COMBAT BENEFIT FRAUD 1 



The Secretary of Homeland Security is authorized to administer and enforce the 
immigration laws. The Secretary has complete discretion to delegate his authority 
to any DHS employee including USCIS employees. 

8 CFR § 2.1 - Authority of the Secretary of Homeland Segmty. 

All authorities and functions of the Department of Hopi^i^ecurity to 
administer and enforce the immigration laws are ve^pxthe Secretary of 
Homeland Security. The Secretary of Homeland ^porifway, in the Secretary's 
discretion, delegate any such authority or function to AS^rfficial, officer, or 
employee of the Department of Homeland Security, including^^kgation through 
successive re-delegation, or to any employee of the United Stat^^ttie extent 
authorized by law.

USCIS and ICE were granted concurrent authority to investigate benefit fraud. 
Through written agreement, ICE agreed to take the lead on criminal investigations.

In cases involving the religious worker visa category, USCIS' personnel are 
specifically authorized by regulation to conduct on-site inspections. By extension, 
clearly the Secretary of Homeland Security has the power to delegate his authority 
and authorize USCIS personnel to carry out on-site inspect^^^gsimilar contexts.
